STORY OF THE PACKETS, 
“Which is the longest of the company’s 
packet routes at the present day?’ J 
inquired. 


“That of the Mackenzie Rive: packet 
from Edmonton to Hudsoh’s Hope, a 
distance of over a thousarid miles. In 
summer it goes by steamer, and in winter 
by dog train. There's the York Factory 
jpacket from Winnipeg to Hudson Day 
iby way of Norway House, a distance of 
jseven hundred miles. In winter it 
jnauied by dogs from Selkirk as far as 
Oxford House, and from there to York 
factory by men with toboggans. In 
summer it is carried by canoe on Hay 
River and by steamboat on Lake Winni- 
peg. ‘Then there's the Liard River packet, 
and the Reindeer Lake packet. Lach 
travels wbout five hundred miles by dogs 
in winter, and by canoe in’ summer, 
The Moose Vactory packet from Temis- 
caming to James ay goes by canoe in 
summer, but by men in winter. All 
mails in and out from Hudson Bay or 
James Bay to or from the next post in 
the interior, are hauled by men. Dogs 
are seldom used on these routes, on 
account of the depth of the snow and 
the scarcity of dog feed.”

therance of the objects of such a com. 
inittee : 

1. In the interest of healthy and hon- 
orable athletic spores and in the loyal 
support of the mother country and the 
empire, Canada should be represented at 
the world’s Olympic games to be held 
in London next year, 

2. Patriotism and common sense calls 
for the best Canadian representatives if 
any, 

3. We recommend that the C. A. A, 
U. and the A. A. F, of Canada and other 
affiliated bodies not here represented, 
work to promote such. representation to 
the best of their ability.
